CONTIN UES TO QUAKE. 

Aaotkar BftrthquslM tlMak Pal* Over MM 

Sama Callforaian TerrlSeiy. 

San Frai»ciscx>, April 81. — RWght 
earthquake shock visited San P'rancisco 
at 0:48 "niorsday morning. The vibra- 
tions were from north to south, lastini; 
twenty seoond*. The distorttanca was 
felt at Saoramento, Biggs, aad at other 
points. 

A dispatch from Woodland says a 
heavy shock was felt there at the same 
time. Several buildings were severely 
damaged. The people were badly fright- 
ened and business bas been partially 
suspended. Sacramento also reports the 
shock aa being severe there, it lastin;; 
nine seconds. Many buildings wi re 
cracked, chinmej's were shaken do . i 
and glass doors and windows were bad- 
ly shattered. 

At Reparto, near here, the earthquake 
shock was of shorter duration, but 
iimch severer than that of Tuesday. 
Tlie brick building occupied by A. M. 
Schute. a blacksmith, collansed and hi-< 
sou George was baried in the ruins. 
He was rescued, but his left leg is frac- 
tured below the knee and his lower jaw 
broken. He 'is in a very critical condi- 
tion. Levy & Schwab's general mer- 
chandise store is a total wreck. Porches 
are down, fire walls are caved in and 
the stock of goods is in a deplorable 
condition. Mrs. Davison was in the 
store at the time of the shock and, in 
attempting to make her escape, she was 
atrock bv a falling brick and severely 
braised about the head and face. The 
east and west wi^ of the Barnes hotel 
are in rains and H is donbtfui if the 
other two walls can ba saved. There 
is not a chinwey left standing in the 
town. 

Dispatchea show that this last seiimic 

distnrl>ance waa confined to the section 
visited by the shocks of Tuesday and 
Wednesday. At Maxwell it lasted 
thirty seconds. The people there wer' 
scared oat of their homes and are afraid 
to venture in again. 

At Wiiitcrn. 

Winters, Cal., April 22.— Another 
earthquake occurred here at 9:40 yester- 
day morning, throwing down Masonic 
hall, Chadwick's building, BerthoL'a 
two-story stone building, Humphrey 
Brothers' one-story stone building, and 
generally demolishing goods, fixturer,, 
etc. One man was badly hart by a fall- 
ing wall, and others were more or less 
injured. Business is entirely snspended 
and Main street is a scene of desolation. 
Fire in the rear of a restaurant was 
quickly extinguished. J. Delvilbiss" 
house, one mile west of here, is a total 
wreck aa is also Baker's adobe house and 
j. R. Vofskiirs stone dwelling. Wyatt's 
drug store ip a complete wreck. Frank 
Wyatt's stock of tailoring goods cov- 
ered ap by a pile of brick. Nick Darby, 
a dishwadter in a restaarant, waa m* 
jnrad fatally by a falling wall.

OlBoer Donnelly waa trying 
to amat Oard aad two othar toughs 
who were drank aad raUng a disturb- 
ance on tiie street a month aga Oard 
threw a stoaa, striking the officer oa the 
breast, prostratfa^; him. The officer was 
condtteted to his houM, soflexing until 
he died last week, and waa baried April 
18. Oard haa bean in Udiac, aad offi- 
cers traoad him to aa aaatvbOMa ln 
Miamiabozf Wednesdi^. 

Oard walked to Daytoa at 8 o'doek 
Tharadav morning, and was at b^s 
father's noose prepuing to leave wit^ 
his wife Friday.

MiKCRSviLLB, Pa., April 22.— There 

are ten men still in the Lytle Coal com- 
p.my's (-ollierj^, all of whom are sup- 
pofied to Ic drowned. Tlie names of the 
unfortunate men are: Thomas Buggy 
and John Zerby, both miners, engaged 
in timljering, Albert Sabell, contractor, 
and his gang of laborers named Joseph 
Fiella, Ignatz Perena, Peter (Moetsi, 
Vincent Mercuro. Frank Vegetta, Pet#r 
Maketto and Dominic Uguilla. They 
were engaged in driving a gangway in 
the lowest part of tha mine. Z!erby is 
married and has several children. 
Buggy is the son of a widowed mother 
and was her only support. 

Several immense pumps, each lifting 
1,000,000 gallons a day, are rapidly 
lowering the water tn the mine. Up k> 
tiie present time nothing has been heard 
of the eight Italians and two Americans, 
who are undoubtedly drowned. It is 
not expected that tha bodiea will ba 
reached for at least twaaty-foor honn 
yet. 

The following is tha story told by 
William Bell, who was the unst maa 
reacned. "It was my secoad day's 
work in the place. My batty was 
Thomas Baggy, aad we were at the 
time oa our way oat of the workiags. 
We heard Wilnam Adams, the boss, 
calling ont that the water was coming 
and to ran for our lives. The noise of 
the rashing water was like that of dis- 
tant thonaer. I didn't know whether 
my batt^' was behind ma, or whether 
he had Icdn overtaken and drowned. 
Our lighta were both extingnished and 
we were at tha mercy of the mad rarh 
in a dark dongeon. When the excite- 
ment was over, I foaad myself <m the 
saddle several feet abova the water. 

"This was aboot thraa tninatea after 
the alarm and I felt tihat my rescue was 
not sure yet. I ooold hear the waters 
rushing below me and this waa my fii ■ 
fear of danger. I did not know wh^. 
became of Buggy until after my rescae; 
was there bat a short time when I be- 
gan to rap. Shortly afterwards I heard 
rappiugs as if some ona waa drilling a 
hole. Isarmised that my signal was 
heard and that partiea were striving to 
oat a hoI« throagh a solid rook to reach 
ma. Seraral shots were fired and I con- 
tinned rapping evenr now and than. I 
never f aUarad, bnt kept my presence of 
mind throaghoot The water bnpm to 
recede after several hoaia ancTwork 
ceased at the hole.

▲boat OompUtad— Eneoorag- 
tat Oillook. 

The large three-atory brick addition to 
the Mayaville Carriage Company'a factory 
la completed with the owoptinn f)f the 
groond flooring. The contructora are at 
woik on thig, aad will soon have it fin- 
ished. A bedding of six inches of cin- 
ders iH being put down and on this a 
fkMring of two-inch oak will be laid, the 
intention being to make it as solid and 
substantial as posuible. 

The addition is sixty-four feet square, 
and is jast south of and adjoining the rest 
of the establishment. It has an entrance 
from Grave alley, in atMitimi to the doors 
connecting it with the old shops. 

The company's buildings now consist 
of the new three-story, a two-story thirty 
by seventy-five feet, a shed twenty by 
seventy feet, and a wood and smith shop 
twenty-fnur by sixty-six feet in size. 
This gives ample room for the company's 
large boslnees. 

The wood and blacksmith shops will 
be located on the first floor of the new 
building. In the northeast comer of the 
second fli >or is the trimming room, and in 
the southeaat comer is the varnish room, 
each twenty-four by thirty-two feet. 
These rooms are so located that dust from 
the streets will not reach them and in- 
terfere with the varnishing and finisliinj;. 
Oa the southwest comer of this floor is 
t&e wash platform, so arranged that all 
the water used in cleaning vehicles 
brought in for repair is carried directly 
hito a sewen The rest of the leoond 
ijioor will be used for storage purposes. 
The entire third floor will be used by the 
pdntera and for the storage of the Tehi- 
clcH on which they are at work. 

Messrs. Myall, Shackletord A Kemper, 
the members of the company, are highly 
enceuraged over their prospects for bus- 
iness. The demand for their vehicles is 
increasing steadily. In the past few days 
orders for buggies have been received 
from Flemingsburg, from Moorefleld, 
ftom Bourbon County, from I^xington, 
and even from NashvUle, Tenn. The 
company have no finished stock of their 
own makeon hand now that is not already 
sold. They do not expect to manufac- 
ture much for the trade beforis next fall, 
as they have a great deal of other work 
to do.

Mr. J ohn 
Moran built the foundation, the brick 
work was done by Messrs. dinger A Son, 
the pairitl'fg by Mr. John Camahan, 
ahd the roofing and spouting by Messrs. 
Bierbower & Co. Messrs. Lane ^ Worick 
were the oontraotoif and the othen sub- 
contractors. 

The success the new companyis already 
meeting with should emouraga other 
Maysville people to invest in industrial en- 
terprises.

Many of the in- 
mates ran to the wijidows and there 
waa a struu;f,'le to get out, cauwing those 
who were behind to Iw smothered by 
the smoke or cautjht in th« ttaint-s. Of 
those who siu^ i^eded in leapintj lo the 
cround, sevpral were killed or sortuusly 
Ujiired. By the tune tlie fircintn 
reached the scene the buildiiig was be- 
yond savinjj. 

The bnildintj was gutted, and when a 
search wae tnade of the ruins it was 
found that nine of the occupants liad 
been burned to death. Their b<xhe8 
were almost umeoognizable. Fifteen 
Ulier^ are missing, and it is thonght 
that they are buried l)eneath the debris. 
The sceiie atxmt the destroyed bnilding 
is in>)Rt pathetic. The relatives of those 
missing stjind helplessly about cr>nng 
and wringing tlh ir hands aud refuse all 
consolatiou. The seaiuh for tiM MUltB- 
ing bodies is pr ogressing. 

KeOae^to BIms*. 

London, April 23,— The inqnaat orer 
the TictinM of the terril^e accident at 
Hampstead railway station, on Monday 
evening, disproved the report that the 
gate at the foot of the stairway leading 
to the platforms was closed at the time 
of the crni^. It was shown, however, 
that the railway officials had no regular 
way of managing the crowd, and that 
the panic was due in a large part to the 
lack of proper provision for an extraor- 
dinary throng of excursionists. It was 
^own that the deaths were caused by 
•offocation. The inquest wud adjourned 
untU TnMday next.
